It’s Good News 


The announcement Monday that the Raytheon Company 
plans a new manufacturing plant in Andover was indeed 
good news. si 

Other communities, especially Haverhill according to 
reports, had been attempting to attract the firm to build 
outside of this community. 

Raytheon has been very guarded in its announcements 
on building plans. Some months ago the company said that 
it had taken an option on a possible building site but said 
nothing would be done in 1968. . 

With the latest announcement the firm points out that 
its decision to build will be up to the voters of Andover 
who must approve a change in zoning and must also spend 
money on new water and sewer lines as well as drainage. 

The building also depends on the continuation of 
government contracts to keep the company busy. 

Town officials are going forward with plans for a spe- 
cial town meeting at which the voters can decide on the 
steps which must be taken ito insure a new Raytheon build- 
ing. 

It is likely they will give Raytheon every assistance 
needed, 


School Financing 


In Andover, where new schools during the next half 
dozen years are scheduled to cost in the vicinity of $5 
million, it is interesting to read of an undertaking in New 
York which provides a school at no cost to the taxpayer. 

The New York City Educational Construction Fund was 
created a couple of years ago by the legislature. It has 
acquired a school site and will build a facility for 250 
pupils. 

In order to pay for the bonds to build the new school, 
the air rights over the structure will be leased for thecrea- 
tion of a luxury apartment complex. The apartments will 
pay for the funding of the school and after a period of 40 
years the board of education will take over the school offi- 
cially and the apartment owners will begin paying taxes. 

Apartment complexes in suburbia, including Andover, 
are becoming more.and more popular. It seems that those 
charged with providing new schools might look into some 
of these innovations. 

Perhaps when a large corporation builds a new plant in 
town it could be arranged to have the first floor used as a 
school for a period of years in lieu of taxes. 

It was only a short time ago that the Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority announced that ‘*t was leasing air space 
over the highway for erection of a new building. Could be 
the smaller towns, where tall buildings do not exist, are 
overlooking a good thing in not selling air space.

the manufacturing plant there, 
Prior to the annual town meet= 
ing in March, Raytheon warned 
Andover ’voters to be cautious in 
making appropriations predicated 
on the building of a new plant in 


* Andover, However, the town meet= 


ing authorized an appropriation for 
installing sewer and water lines in 
the event the firm did build here, 

Town Manager Richard J, Bowen 
and Rep, Paul Cronin of Andover 
have been working to hold Raytheon 
in Andover, There were reports 
a couple of weeks ago that Haverhill 
was making a strong bid to have 
the plant erected in that city, 

In its announcement Monday, 
Raytheon said the construction *‘is 
contingent upon the funding 
schedule on government contracts 
and our assessment of the 
projected work load at the Ando= 
ver plant,”’ 

Chairman Philip K, Allen of the 
board of selectmen said Monday 
that a special town meeting would 
be called for July 31 to consider 
the rezoning request, The matter 
of water and sewer installations 
will probably come up at the same 
time, 

The town is expected to install 
a 24-inch water main to the site 
and put in a sewer line on Das- 
comb Rd, or Lowell St, 

Rep, Cronin said that the firm 
plans to run its roof drainage 
into Haggetts which will increase 
the water level there, 

The construction of the new 
manufacturing plant will be in 
three phases, The first will be 
construction of athree-story office 
building and a manufacturing build- 
ing, Second and third phases call 
for erection of two additional man= 
ufacturing plants, 

The company plans to keep own= 
ership of its Shawsheen plant, Town
